Ends Life 


Indications Are That He 
Fired Fatal Shot More 
Than Four Hours Before 
Body Was Found. 


SON IS SERVING TERM 
AT THE PRISON FARM 


Boy Was Arrested in New 


and Brought Back to 
Face Trial Here. 


W. E. Engiett, for 21 years a mem- 
ber of Atlanta’s police force, is dead. 
He took his own life shortly after 
noon yesterday... Brooding over the 
fact that his son, H. J. Englett, is 
serving a term on the state prison 
farm as a confessed burglar, is be- 


lieved by fellow police officers to 
"have caused him to send a bullet in 


his brain as he sat in the armory of. 
police station. The body was found 
by a negro scrubwoman about 4 
° ‘clock Monday afternoon. From its 
condition, it appears that the veteran 
policeman fired the shot.at least 
four hours before the discovery of 
the body. 

Officer G. C. Fain, driver of the 
police patrol wagon, so far as is 
known, 1s the only person who heard 


‘@ shot. He was leaving the station 


for the stockade ands said he.dis- 
tinctly heard the sound of a pistol, 
but paid no attention to it, as the 
armory is used frequently as a 
range-shooting: room. and shots are 
often heard. 

Shortly before 4 o’clock in the aft- 
ernoon the scrubwoman found the 
body as she entered the armory to 
begin work. The dead man was 
lying on his back, his coat and hat 
hung on a nearby hook, and‘his po- 
lice pistol, with one bullet fired, a 
few inches from his right hand. The 
bullet had entered just beneath his 
right ear. 

Pay Found in Pocket. 

Chief of Police James L. Beavers, 
Captain Holcomhb and others made 
an investigation of his positian, but 
ail evidence pointed to suicide. In 
Officer Englett’s pocket was found 
the sum of $60.63, two weeks’ sal- 
ary, which had been given him a 
few minutes after 12 o’clock by W. 
T. Morris, secretary to Chief Beay- 

rs. 

No note was discovered. “It is 
believed he went ta the armory,. 
deliberately removed his .hat and 


' coat, and, after sitting down upon 


thé floor, sent the bullet crashing 
into his brain. 

Plain Clothes Office®. W..9. Bul- 
lard is believed to have been the 
last man to have seen the officer 
before his death. He said’ he ‘saw 
him ascending the etairs to the 
third floor, on which the armory is 
located. 

Was in Poor Health, 

Englett was recently transferred. 
by Chief Beavers from the evening | 
to the day watch because of poor 
health. 

Nearly all of his associates chow 
of his deep worry and despondency 
over the plight of his son, H. J. Eng- 
lett, now serving a term of from 
one to ten years at the state peni- 
tentiary, following his sentence on 
June 13 before Judge John Hum- 
phries after the boy had pleaded 


‘guilty to a charge of burglary. He | 


was arrested in New Orleans by his 
own father and brought back to At- 
lanta for trial. 

This incident, which attracted 
much attention at the time, followed 
closely the boy’s disappearance from 
the city when he forfeited a bond 
of $1,000 signed by his father. 

And another link in his chain of 
troubles came when, in an effort to 
save his son.from the chaingang, 
he mortgaged his home. 

Stuck by His Sen, 

Officer Englett is said to have 
remarked at police station one day 
that “no matter wh&t he’s done, he 
is: my boy ahd I'll stick by him to 
the last.” ' 

“He will send me to the grave,” 
he said on another occasion, “but— 
well, he’s my boy and I love him. 
I'll have to stick by him. He's a 
good boy at heart, but the devil has 
got him.”

Washington, October 3.—Adminis- 
tration of the judicial oath to Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, the new chief 
justice of the United States, marked 
of the su- 
preme court for the regular fall 
term. | 

The oath was administered to Mr. 
Taft,.who thereby became’the first 
chief justice to have previously oc- 
cupied the highest executive office 
in the nation, by the senior asso- 
ciate justice, Joseph McKenna. The 
oath taken today by Mr. Taft sup- 
plemented the constitutional oath 
administered July 11, soon after the 
appointment of the former president 
by President Harding. ‘ 

The administration of the judicial 
oath, the final step in the induction. 
of a new chief justice, was attended 
by all of the age-rold ceremony at- 
tached to the nation’s highest tribu- 
nal. The oath binds the chief justice 
to “administer justice without re- 
spect to persons and do equal right 
to the poor and the rich.” 

The induction of the chief justice 
accomplished, James M. Beck, the 
new sOlicitor-general of the United 
States, was presented to the court, 
and then the various. attorneys 
whose applications, ta practice’ be- 
fore- the court had been approved 
since the court’s adjournment last 
June. 

The chief justice and the associate 
justices at the conclusion of these 
ceremonies followed the custom es-| 
tablished years ago and went to 
the white house to pay their respects 
to the president.

“There Is No. Top Crop 
and Practically No Mid- 
dle Crop,” Declares Bu- 
reau on Estimates.

tures,’ the Georgia division of the 
United States bureau of markets and 
crop: éstimates, Monday afternoon 
issued a statement placing the con- 
dition of the fleecy staple in«this 
state at 33 per cent. This prediction 
estimates the tota] yield in the state 
at 720,000 bales—the lowest since 
1878. 

The nation’s yield is estimated at 
6,537,000 bales, a reduction of 500,- 
000 from September’s -report of 
49.8. The revort is 12.2 points be- 
low the worst previous record. It 
was generally expected, however, 
that the condition would not be un- 
der 40 points, anda this anticipatier 
combinéd with the ginnings repcrt 
of 2,907,950 running bales, an in- 
crease of last year’s figures, caus- 
ed the drop nn fytures. 

No Top Crop. 


. John S. Dennee, agricultural sta- 
tistican, in his statement pointed 
out. that the destruction of Geor- 
gia’s cotton crop continued. unabat- 
ed during September. “Phere is no 
top crop and practically no mid- 
dle crop,” it was declared. Septem- 
ber’s.. report placed state’s crop at 
$27,000 bales, or 41 per cent normal. 

In hie figures, the statistician 
showed that Jones County’s crop 
was only five per cent of norma] 
while Wilkinson and Monroe regis- 
Burke and 
Laurens;. two of the former large 
eotton counties, disclosed conditions 
eatimated at 25 per cent each. 

“Unfavorable weather, coupled 
with ‘late planting and the stipted 
use of fertilizer,” the report states, 
“together with the depredations of 
the boll weevil,:dte for the most 
fart responsible for what promises 
to be the shortest ¢gotton crop Geor- 
tla has* made in'over forty years. 
Scores of farmers report,that they 
do not expect to pet as much as 109 
pounds of seed cotton per acre, and 
that*the crop hardly justifies the 
expense of picking.

After three had been disqualified on 
cause, and one utricken by the de- 
fense, it was agreed by. state and 
defense coursel to proceed with the 
trial with eleven jurors, if the court 
Judge Bell consented, 
and the roll of witnesses was called, 

While the witnesses were being 
sworn, .Mrs. Hndson entered the 
courtroom, She apparently took no 
notice of her husband, nor he of her.

He lives, he said, on the 
Mayo place, about two: miles from 
Albany, and about two hunried 
yards from whefe the Hudsons 
lived at the time of: the tragedy 
last July 12. He said that he came 
to Albany in a wagon with Mr. and

“I was in the field,” said Chap- 
man,” when they drove up in a Jer- 
sey wagon. That wae the first time 
I saw the children. This was the 
last week in June of this year. The 
only other things in the wagon I 
Saw were a shot gun and a club ax, 

The witness told of passing the 
een home on the day of the trag- 
edy. 

“The front doors of the Hudeon 
house were shut and I didn’t see the 
children that morning,” said Chap- 
man. “I have often seen the chil- 
dren there and I never saw the 
doors closed in my lifespefgre. The 
sun was‘about two nov—s high that 
morning.” R 

Attorney Payton quizzed “the ne- 
erro on the state of the weather that 
day and Seab said “it was pretty 
dry.” The attorney alsa wanted to 
know the activities of the negro 
on that morning and whether or not 
he met Joe Willis on the way out 
by Hudson’s that morning. Chapman 
remembered meeting no one. ‘The 
witness said he did not see Hudson 
that morning. 

“After the outcry was made and 
I came back to the Hudson’s house 
there was a big crowd.” 

The negro was also questioned as 
to the exact time of his movements 
on that morning. Solicitor Gardner 
had other questions to ask the wit- 
ness concerning what he had seen 
near the Hudson house on the morn- 
ing in question. Chapman told of 
seeing Hudson one afternoon, the 
white man carrying a gun. 

Tella of Shooting. 

‘Hudson said he was shooting 
rabbits,” said the negro. “He asked 
me to peint out a line.to him, and 
when I did I saw a little boy stand- 
ing in a - wagon which had Mr. Hud- 
son’s mule hitched to it. last 
sight of Mr. Hudson after I heard a 
couple of shots off beyond the wag- 
on. That shooting was about 300 or 
400 yards beyond the boy in the 
wagon and I had my eyes on Mr. 
Hudson at thetime. This was about 
a week before the outcry about the 
children’s death, I think.” 

G. S. Clarke, a white farmer, also 
a resident of the Mayo place, took 
the stand. Mr. Clarke had lived in 
Blakely and in Dothan, Ala. and 
said he resided “just 400 steps” from 
Hudson’s house. 

“Did you hear any shots on the 
morning of the Temple children’s 
death?’ the solicitor queried. “Yes, 
I heard two pistol shots about 20 
minutes before daylight,” answer- 
ed the witness, “and from the di- 
rection they sounded they were

ATLANTA ELKS RETURN 


Votes to Oppose 
Abandonment 


Recommendations opposing aban- 
donment of the Hawkinsville and 
Florida Southern railroad, as peti- 
tioned by the receiver of that line, 
were retufned Monday to the inter- 
state railroad commission. The state 
railroad commission. The state 
comimission heard evidence in the 
case on August 24 and 26, sitting 
for the interetate commerce com- 


mission. 

Opposition to abandonment of the 
road, which is 96 miles long, was 
based on the fact that future de- 
velopment along the line would be 
of such magnitude that the road 
could be made to pay a reasonable 
return on the investment. it was 
also pointed out that such abandon- 
ment now would work a serious 
hardehip on people who live on the 
et ES 

he petition to abandon the road 
was filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission by R. B. Pegram, 
receiver. The. railroad runs from 
Hawkinsville to Camilla through 
Ashburn, Sylvester and other towns. 
In its report, signed by Chairman 
M. Candler, the state railroad 
commission said it was frankly ad- 
mitted that the railroad had not 
been paying operating expenses, 
but the @ommission held the view 
that the question of profit and loss 
is one for the courts to settle. The 
ecommiesion deciared that the line 
is virtually a part of the Southern 
railway system and said that the 
Southern is not operated at a loss. 
' Recommendations Returned. 


In returning its recommendation 
against the abandonment of the line 
the commission stated: - 

Present industrial conditions are eo abnor- 
mal as to make most unsatisfactory any ef- 
fort to forecast the future therefrom. This 
road is 96 miles long; it admittedly runs 
through a fertile agricultural section. Its 
origin was in several lumber roads consol- 
idated after the timber had been cut out. 

A few years back the consensus of opinion 
was that these cutover timber lands were 
not desirable for agricultural purposes. Ac- 
tual cuitivation, slowly entered upon and 
developed, has proven the contrary. Cotton 
ami corn became staple and abundant crops 
and farms were rapidly opened up and 
brought under cultivation. 

A few years since the boll weevil made 
its appearance and the growing of cotton 
was disastrously affected. 

Diversification of crops became a neccs- 
sity. This je a& process. 

It ig rapidly progressing and more and 
more cattle, hogs, potatoes, velvet beans, 
peannts, sugar cane, cantaloupes, water- 
melons, pecans and similar products are 
supplementing the all-cotton crop. A new 
agricultural outlook is most promising. But 
the full effects of diversified farming are 


not yet apparent. 

Several of the most important of these 
products are peculiarly dependent upon con- 
venient rail transportation, as, for example, 
watermelons. ‘They cannot be trucked sev- 
erai miles without serious injury. There fe |; 
a , therefore, of largely increased 
freight tonnage in the future, and the fu- 
ture convenience and necessities of the large 
yublic immediately served and to be served 

this railroad will be disastroubly in- 
valved in its abandonment. 
No Other Facilities. 

The record shows that severa! towns along 
the line have no other rail facilities. Oc- 
prived of those furnished by this road, their 
future is hopeless. Other towns along the 
line would lose competitive rail conditions 
now enjoyed to advantage. 

Farm landg along the line, as shown by 
the record, would decrease in value to the 
hurt of owners, as also to the counties and 
the state, taxing them ad valorem.

T truck their in-and-out products and 
merchandise from and to the tracks and 
terminals of another line would add heavily 
to their expenses of doing business and 
place them under serious handicap with com- 
petitors. 

To avoid such expense they would have 
to abandon present plants and warehouses 
and rebuilt where other track facilities were 
avaiinble, 

Such considerations as the foregoing 
have convinced this commiesion that the 
presem and future mblic conveniences and 
nacessity do not permit of the abandonment 
of the Hawkineville and Fiorida Southern 
railway at thig time, and it, therefore, rec- 
ommemis that the application of the receiv- 
er be denied.

In 1902, May had two days record- 
ing 90 degrees or above; June 13. 
July 17, August 19, and September 
none, 

The highest point reached by the 
thermometer during September, 1921, 
was 94 degrees on the third. Sep- 
tember 18, 1896, is the high record 
day for September in Atlanta. The 
thermometer thne mounted to 97 de- 
grees. 

Rain fall during the last month 
was far below the average for the 
last 43 years... A precipitation of 
Only 1.31 inches was recorded in 
Atlanta last month. The average 
precipitation. for the month my Sep- 
tember here is 3.53 inches. he low 
rainfall record was made by the 184 
September, when only 0.08 inches fell. 
The greatest precipitation occurred 
in the September of 1888, when 14.26 
inches was recorded. 

Atlanta’s mean temperature Mon- 
day, October 3, was 72 degrees. The 
rainfall Monday afternoon amounted 
to .13 inches. Ffom 7 o’clock Sun- 
day morning till 7 o’cloek Mondav 
morning a rain fal] of 1.51 inches 
was recorded. The total precipita- 
tion for this month so far is, there- 
fore.

“The swarming plague of boll 
weevil has advanced almost to the 
limits of the belt, being through 
the lower third of North Carolina 
into eleven counties of Tennessee 
and over most of Arkansas and 
Oklahoma. Practically everywhere 
the weevil is in such numbers and 
doing such damage as has not been 
experienced since the period of its 
Initial invasion. 

“The army and other worms have 
been present in damaging numbers 
in most of the territory from Mis- 
sissippi westward. stripping the 
leaves from the plants over large 
areas.

PUT ON THE MUZZLE! 

A new movement to curtail the 
existing senatorial privilege of 
practically unlimited debate is re- 
ported to be on foot, its object 
being to change the senate rules 
so that cloture might be invoked 
by majority vote instead of by 
two-thirds vote, now required. 

If it succeeds, no senator would 
be permitted to hold the floor in 
debate for more than an hour, dur- 
ing a period in which the senate 
might be operating under the clo- 
ture rule.

GOVERNMENT REFUSES 
POWER COMPANY CLAIM 


Press dispatches from Washing- 
ton last night announced that the 
appraisal section of the war de- 
partment claims board has denied 
the application of .the Georgia Rail- 
way and Power company for reim- 
bursement of expenditures lost 
through the construction and oper- 
ation of the Camp Gordon street 
car line. 

The total 
the company in extendin 
to Camp Gordon was $261,204.12. 
After deducting for salvage, net 
earnings in full, and. other items, 
the company claimed a loss aggre- 
gating $123,362.51. 

The decision of the government 
in this matter was the same as that 
rendered in the claim submitted by 
the city of Atlanta for reimburse- 
ment of the investment the city 
made and lost through extending 
its water mains to Camp Gordon. 

“The evidence submitted,” stated 
A. E. Flynn, of the war department 
claims board, “does not indicate 
that tne government was ever un- 
der contract or agreement for, or 
was in anywise concerned in the 
building of this line.” 

The claim of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company was submitted 
by President Arkwright last Au- 
gust, soon after the city of Atlanta 
had entered its claim. 

“In extending the line to the 
camp,” said .the claim, “this com- 
pany expended the sum of $261,- 
204.12. Wher the expenditure was 
made the government was anxious 
to have electric railway service to 
the camp, and it was supposed that 
the camp was to be maintained a 
sufficient length of time to justify 
this expenditure. 

“We are able to retain a portion 
of this ‘line to Oglethorpe univer- 
sity, although, from a purely traffic 
standpoint, this is not justified. But 
it will serve some convenience: 
therefore can be retained. The por- 
tion of the investment, however, 
directly attributable to the exten- 
sion to Camp Gordon, and which 
was lost by the abandonment Of 
the camp, was $146,509.39.” 

The company estimated that it 
could salvage material worth 
$5,250, which left $141,259.39. From 
this sum the company deducted all 
of the net earnings of the Camp 
Gordon line, from the opening of 
the line in October, 1917, to June, 
1921, totaling $17,896.88, leaving a 
net loss to the company through

Warning against’ pneumonia and 
allied diseases, two-thirds of the 
deaths from which, it is declared, 
#ccur between October and April, 
is sopnded in a statement issued 


Monday by the state board of health. 
It is stated that tuberculosis and 
pneumonia are preventable by the 
same means used in warding off 
colds, and that a person in tip- 
top shape physically never contracts 
consumption. 

“First,” the statement says, “there 
is the bad cold, then grappe, then 
neumonia and then tuberculosis. 
he way to prevent tuberculosis and 
pneumonia is the same way that 
you. would prevent a bad cold. 

“Se@ that the bowels act every 
day. Eat regularly, just as you 
would feed-a thresher or a sorghum 
mill. Do not try to feed all the 
cane or wheat in at one time. Sleep 
regularly; Keep all the windows of 
the bedroom open day and night; 
fresh air never injured anbody. 
Never sit in a draft when hot or 
perspiring. Put on your overcoat as 
s00n as you quit work. Never per- 
— the feet to remain wet and 
cold. 

“All of these diseases are passed 
from one persons to another by se- 
cretions from the mouth or nose, 
and when a person is sick with such 
they should use efther a rag or 
paper to sneeze, cough or spit on 
and turn it when used. These are 
simple suggestions, but if follow- 
ed carefully, bad colds, coughs, 
pneumonia and bronchitis can be 
prevented, and with them that 
dreadful disease which lasts many 
months and ends in death.” 

It is asserted in the statement 
that in the winter of 1920-21 there 
were 2.002 deaths from pneumonia 
and. 2,331 from tuberculosis, mak- 
ing a total of 4,333 or 14.5 per cent 
of deaths from all causes. These 
figures, it is stated, do not include 
deaths from influenza or bronchitis 
nor those deaths occasioned br 
weakening of the patient by tubDer- 
culosis to such an extent that he 
wielded to some acute disease.

Macon, Ga., October 3.—(Special.) 
Shippers in Macon are becoming 
thoroughly aroused to the “men- 
ace,” as they see it, of the proposed 
increases in freight rates as asked 
of the Georgia railroad commission 
by the railroads of this state, and 
during the present week group 
meetings of the different shippers 
will be held to discuss plans for 
combating the proposed increases 

A schedule prepared by the trans- 
portation department of the Macon 
Chamber of Commerce shows the 
rhilroads are asking for increases 
on various commodities, as follows: 
Brick, 42 per cent; lumber, 60 per 
went; watermelons, 100 per cent; 
logs, 120 per cent; dry goods and 


shoes, 10 per cent; flour, 20 per 
cent; potatoes, 100 per cent; mill 
feeds, 24 per cent, and cotton seed 
hulls, 100 per cent. 


Increase Estimates. 


Some figures have been prepared 
showing what the increase will 
amount to on some of these com- 
modities when shipped from Macon 
to different points in the state.

alderman asserted that that the 
plan had aiready demonstrated it- 
self a money loser in Atlanta; that

ed by saying that a few rich with 
automobiles would profit. “The oth- 
er housewives, who would have to 
ride the street car, would come to 
town, have to tranfer at Five 
Points and go down here in dark- 
town to buy a little bunch of car- 
rots and lettuce.” 
Wanted Vote by People. 

The alderman argued that the 
question of a market ought to be 
submitted to the vote of the peop- 
ple. He said the city might just 
as well go into the furniture busi- 
ness, the dry goods business of the 
clothing business as into the pro- 
duce bueiness. 

When the people on many streets 
are struggling for water and for 
sanitary sewerage which they have 
been unable to procure, is no time 
to divert the city’s money to a mar- 
ket establishment, he told council, 
when the merchants can, and are 
bringing good produce to the peop- 
ple’s doors. 

“If Alderman Carpenter knew 
what I do about how the produce 
is handled in thie town he would 
vote for the market himself,” said 
Councilman Gordon replying to the 
speech.
